American Imprints, 1648-1797 
in the Huntington Library, Supplementing 
Evans’ American Biblography

HE HUNTINGTON LIBRARY, in its collection of approximately 
6500 examples of printing in the United States during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, has a considerable 
number that are not recorded in Charles Evans’ admirable 
American Bibliography, 1639-1520, eleven volumes of which have 
appeared, extending through the year 1797. The present compila- 
tion is a chronological check list, presenting titles of books, pamphlets, 
broadsides, maps, etc., supplementary to the Evans bibliography. 
It comprises, besides items apparently not listed in that work, a 
number appearing there but with titles or imprints varying from the 
copies here described. In the case of variants, the aim has been to 
include only titles which show a material difference from the corre- 
sponding Evans entries, whose serial numbers are given. The general 
rule has been to omit legal forms, civil and military commissions, letters 
of marque, paper money, and similar material, but a few exceptions 
have been made for special reasons. 
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As this is a check list only, titles are given as briefly as is consistent 
with clearness or with distinguishing variant copies or issues. The 
arrangement is alphabetical by author under each year. Biblical 
works, and publications of governments, societies, religious bodies, 
etc., appear under the customary headings, for the most part with- 
out subheadings. A few Jocal societies are entered under place. 

Omissions in titles or imprints are indicated by series of periods, 
and insertions are inclosed in square brackets. Pointed brackets are 
used for square-bracketed matter on the title-page of the publication 
itself. Imprints, or parts of imprints, are supplied only when they 
appear somewhere in the publication, or, in the case of mutilated 
copies, when they have been ascertained from photostats obtained 
from other libraries. Capitalization and punctuation have been 
standardized in titles and imprints when the convenience of the reader 
seemed to suggest it. Collations are omitted, except in special cases; 
e.g., the paging of single unpaged leaves printed on both sides is 
given in terms of two pages per leaf and is bracketed. Sizes refer to 
the fold (as fol., 4to, 8vo, etc.), but the actual dimensions of broad- 
sides and maps are given in inches. The Huntington Library acces- 
sion number 1s printed at the right, after each entry. Bibliographical 
and descriptive notes are generally omitted.

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Loudoun Papers 
(a) Colonial, 1756-58 
BY STANLEY M,. PARGELLIS 


ITHIN the last few years a vast amount of new and 

important material has become available for students 

of the late Colonial and Revolutionary periods of Ameri- 

can history. Private libraries in the United States, the 
Public Archives at Ottawa, and the Public Record Office in London 
contain the private papers of all but one of the British commanders 
in chief who served in America from 1756 to 1781. They are a mine 
of intimate information on twenty-five critical years of American 
history from the point of view of British officers, whose position at 
once compelled them to take a deep interest in the development of 
American affairs, and afforded a unique opportunity of gaining infor- 
mation. In this sequence of papers, those of the fourth Earl of Lou- 
doun, who was in command from 1756 to 1758, have the value of 
being the earliest. The problems Loudoun met, such as that of fric- 
tion between his army and the colonial population, and the prece- 
dents he established, both in his relations with the various colonies 
and in adapting the British army to service in the American wilder- 
ness, need to be understood before too much credit or blame is 
assigned to his successors in meeting similar problems and making 
similar decisions. 

For such an understanding the Loudoun Papers* offer ample op- 
portunity. They were acquired from the family in 1923, and com- 
prise some ten thousand documents. About fifteen hundred deal with 
the period from 1740 to 1756 and, with the notable exception of one 
lot dealing with French Indian affairs in the 1740’s, are largely copies 
of Braddock’s and Shirley’s papers handed over to Loudoun at his 
assumption of the command. These documents are for the most part

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available elsewhere. The remainder of the Loudoun Papers concern 
Loudoun’s own term, the twenty months from July, 1756, to March, 
1758. They are a very complete set. Loudoun, “a pen and ink man,” 
as Shelburne called him, was the sort of person who threw nothing 
away; every scrap of paper that came into his possession was scrupu- 
lously preserved. An ordinary military commander, or one with less 
fear of the consequences of any inquiry into the causes of a possible 
failure, would have been satisfied to retain only the regular files of 
correspondence with the captain general, the principal London de- 
partments (the Secretary of State’s office, the Treasury, the War 
Office, the Board of Trade, the Pay Office, and the Ordnance), and 
the chief British officials in the colonies (the governors, the agents of 
Indian affairs, naval officers, and military subordinates). He would 
have saved only the more important reports from deputy paymasters- 
general, quartermasters, commissaries of provisions, engineers, and 
directors of hospitals. Loudoun saved not only these but also every 
rough draft of his own letters, every receipt, copies of his warrants 
for the payment of money, copies of orders, every letter of recommen- 
dation, every suggestion for minor as well as major improvements in 
the service, every letter from a private individual with a request to 
make or a complaint to lodge, and every return of troops, provisions, 
or supplies. In addition, he kept a diary, mostly concerned with the 
details of army administration, but containing faithful and accurate 
records of his most important conversations, a day-by-day account 
of the weather and of his travels, remarks on American customs, and 
accounts of his personal affairs. The strictly chronological arrange- 
ment of the papers permits them to be used in conjunction with the 
diary. It is possible to follow the development of events, the appear- 
ance and solution of problems as they presented themselves, and to 
judge the importance of a paper in the light of others written at the 
same time. Such an arrangement is of immense value, and is a wel- 
come relief from collections of documents grouped by files of corre- 
spondence. 

For a study of the military aspects of the Seven Years’ War, the 
usefulness of these manuscripts cannot be exaggerated. Heretofore, 
the only materials available have been the copies and inclosures of 
Loudoun’s letters to various London departments, the reports of his 
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subordinates, the great mass of papers in the several collections of 
colonial archives, some Canadian government publications, certain 
volumes issued by colonial historical societies, and diaries, pamphlets, 
and histories. Full as these are, they have not permitted a study 
of the war from the point of view of the individual most concerned, 
the commander in chief. With the Loudoun Papers it is possible to 
understand the political history of the war, to assign with fair ac- 
curacy the causes of failure, and to estimate approximately the 
measure of success attained. For the Oswego campaign of 1756, and 
especially for the Fort William Henry and Louisburg campaigns of 
1757, there is much that is new. With regard to the administration 
of the British army in North America in all its departments, on which 
very little has been written, there is a great deal, but much more 
about transportation and provisioning than about hospitals, and 
more about the purchase and promotion system than about engineers. 
Letters from colonial officers to the commander in chief, and from 
British subordinates on the provincial armies, reveal the peculiari- 
ties of provincial troops but fail to explain why they should have 
been able at some moments to rise to great heights and at others 
should have fallen so far below the level of good soldiers. In these 
papers the student of provincial military arrangements will see the 
American soldier through the eyes of a trained officer, and that does 
not mean, as too often it has been taken to mean, a prejudiced officer. 
There was tolerance in the British army, and a genuine desire to 
utilize American troops to the best advantage. The ranging services 
deserve a word by themselves, for it was under Loudoun that there 
was formed the first light-armed infantry in the British army, of 
men trained in the woods under Robert Rogers and his New Hamp- 
shire woodsmen who combined forest craft with parade-ground dis- 
cipline. Of Rogers there is a good deal — many of his own rare 
letters. The driving and unscrupulous ambition which led him into 
disaster later in his career was not absent in the days when he won 
his reputation. 

So much for the military value of these papers. They are not com- 
plete enough for a thorough study of either the British or the pro- 
vincial army in all its branches. There were phases of army admin- 
istration with which Loudoun had comparatively little to do. Those 
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interested in the Ordnance and the Artillery Corps will want to con- 
sult the minutes of the Ordnance Board in London, and the few 
volumes of correspondence accessible there. The historian of a par- 
ticular regiment will find plenty of facts as to its officers, its station, 
movements, and campaigns, and the character of its recruits, but he 
will be rewarded with few items that tell him of its tone, its morale, 
and its efficiency as compared with other regiments. Mess-room 
gossip and internal regimental problems find little place in the com- 
mander’s papers unless there occurs a breach of discipline grievous 
enough to warrant his intervention. Even more scanty are facts re- 
garding either the composition or the character of provincial regi- 
ments; for these the aid must be sought of colonial archives, for the 
most part yet unpublished. 

Of more general value and interest is the material available in 
these papers for a study of the relations between the commander in 
chief, representing the British army, and colonial governors, colonial 
assemblies, and the ordinary colonial population en masse. Lou- 
doun’s correspondence with colonial governors is greater propor- 
tionally than that of his successors. He formed his own plans for 
gaining colonial codperation; they simply followed the plans of Pitt. 
Loudoun relied upon colonials for many important services; his suc- 
cessors relied upon British money and British support. Special im- 
portance attaches, therefore, to Loudoun’s contact with governors 
and with colonials, undisturbed and largely uninfluenced by any 
direct connection with London. No one familiar with the printed 
collections of governors’ correspondence, unusually full for this period 
in the volumes of Sharpe, Dinwiddie, Shirley, and Fitch letters, will 
fail to be impressed with the large number of new items in the Lou- 
doun Papers. Shirley, for example, wrote twenty letters to Loudoun; 
only seven of them appear in the Shirley Correspondence. A similar 
proportion holds true for the others. There is no phase of Loudoun’s 
relations with colonial governors which cannot be studied in these 
dispatches, and, incidentally, they throw some light upon particular 
internal problems in each colony. The colonial assembly, which ap- 
pears in these papers as the respectful but determined supporter of 
its ambitions, already attained for the most part, regarded the com- 
mandeér in chief as a new representative of the prerogative it feared — 
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a fresh combatant. The relations between the colonial assembly and 
the British army afford one of the few cases where it is possible to see, 
in pre-Stamp Act days, a widespread, though not a concerted, opposi- 
tion to the exercise of British authority. To Loudoun that Opposi- 
tion was so similar in tone and method wherever he met it that it 
seemed already unified and concerted, and he returned to England 
convinced that there was closer harmony between the various colo- 
nies than in fact existed. 

In its recruiting service, quartering, and the requisition of minor 
aids, the British army came into direct contact with the civilian pop- 
ulation. Innumerable incidents growing out of such contacts are 
found in the Loudoun Papers, and they offer additional and forceful 
evidence of that divergence between British and colonial points of 
view which is the main theme of colonial history. 

Upon several special subjects the Loudoun Papers contain useful 
material. Loudoun, as the superior officer of the Agents and Super- 
intendents for Indian Affairs, carried on with them a correspondence 
far more full than is suggested by the Sir William Fohnson Papers. 
These letters and the inclosures are of value, but they are not as 
serviceable as a few comprehensive reports that came into Loudoun’s 
hands. Perhaps the collection’s most unusual body of material on 
Indian affairs for this period does not relate to the northern Indians 
in the Seven Years’ War, but consists of the correspondence, durin 
the 1740’s, between French officials in the Mississippi Valley and 
their Paris and Quebec superiors. These documents are described 
below. There are also some reports, notably a very exhaustive one 
by Edmond Atkin, who was superintendent in the South, on British 
relations with the southern Indians. 

To the vexed subject of currency and coinage in the colonial period, 
the Loudoun Papers contribute much information in the form of 
tables, reports, and memoranda. Faced with the unsolvable problem 
of paying the entire British army at the same standard rate in colonies 
where values of the several coins in circulation varied considerably, 
and where there were shifting and inconstant rates of exchange, Lou- 
doun collected for transmission to the Treasury long lists of statistics 
and pages of comment. It is possible to get from such material ex- 
tensive data concerning the flow of foreign hard money in the colonies, 
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and the relation between these coins and the provincial paper cur- 
rency. 

In intimate biographical material the Loudoun Papers are par- 
ticularly rich. The names of nearly every person of importance in the 
colonial America of the Seven Years’ War can be found, for in one 
way or another Loudoun had dealings with them all. Often the infor- 
mation is of that anecdotal character which the biographer too rarely 
finds. A chance sentence in a letter from an inferior officer to Lou- 
doun, for instance, brings to life “that mulish magistrate,” Governor 
Fitch of Connecticut, whom no “tedious course of civilitys” could 
influence. Cadwallader Colden, William Smith of Philadelphia, 
Richard Gridley (the grand master of the Masonic order in the colo- 
nies), Thomas Hutchinson, the DeLanceys, Thomas Hancock, James 
Otis, Benjamin Franklin, Robert Morris, the Dutch magistrates of 
Albany, William Byrd, Colonel Hunter of Virginia, British army 
officers such as Lord Howe, John Forbes, John Montresor, Charles 
Lawrence, and Henry Bouquet, colonial officers like John Winslow, 
Nathaniel Meserve, Nathan Whiting, and Phineas Lyman — all take 
their proper places in the circle in which Loudoun moved. There 
is a real and living world in the pages of his letters; these ghostly 
figures assume flesh and blood. Adequate biographies of at least two 
of the more important of these personages — Shirley and Pownall, 
successive governors of Massachusetts — cannot be written without 
study of the abundant and fresh material the papers contain concern- 
ing their careers and characters. Loudoun amassed many proofs of 
Shirley’s mismanagement, though in London they were not deemed 
sufficient to bring him to a court-martial; and Pownall, serving as 
secretary to the commander in chief, laid the foundations for his later 
championship of colonial aims. In the aggregate there is much about 
Pownall in these papers, including one or two of his comprehensive 
and suggestive plans not to be found elsewhere. 

Such a collection as the Loudoun Papers is bound to contain much 
incidental information on varying topics. A cross section of colonial 
life, in so far as it touched military affairs, these documents have 
scattered and enticing material on social customs and conditions; 
the state of the roads; the quality of American field produce; ship- 
ping; local defenses; Acadian refugees; indented servants; re- 
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ligion, Quakers, Jews, the Dutch Reformed church, as well as the 
Church of England and the New England sects; schools and educa- 
tion; medicine; botany, in which Loudoun was particularly inter- 
ested; local conditions at Halifax; frontier settlements, chiefly in 
New York and New Hampshire; merchants; laws; and jails. Finally, 
in the field of British history there is a good deal on the administration 
of Scottish estates, on social life in London, on the rivalries and char- 
acteristics of English political factions as revealed in the delightful 
gossipy letters of John Calcraft, and on the duties and character of 
English departments of administration. The usefulness of such ran- 
dom material is not so much for the writing of topical articles as for 
the comprehensive picture it suggests of a living society. In the 
Loudoun Papers the colonial world, with all its jostling antagonisms, 
its rude strength, its mixture of shrewdness and ignorance, its ambi- 
tions, its sullen resentment at the presence of upper-class British 
officers, its keen political insight, its thriving commercial activity, 
its independence of thought and action, comes to being. 
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(6) French Colonial, 1742-53

In 1923 the Huntington Library acquired some ten thousand 
manuscripts known as the Loudoun Papers. The collection consists 
of the correspondence of the Earls of Loudoun through six genera- 
tions, and extends from the beginning of the seventeenth century 
into the early years of the nineteenth. With the exception of one 
small group of French manuscripts it is a homogeneous collection, 
and has never been out of the possession of the family until purchased 
by the late Mr. Huntington. 

The French papers, numbering about four hundred, were origi- 
nally the property of the Marquis de Vaudreuil-Cavagnal, and relate 
to his administration as governor of Louisiana (1742-53). This col- 
lection may be divided, roughly, into three parts: correspondence 
between the Governor and the Court of France; personal letters; 
and papers relating to Indian and colonial affairs. The official cor- 
respondence is duplicated in French archives, but apparently not in 
American. The personal letters, which passed between Vaudreuil in 
Louisiana and members of his family and friends in Canada, are, as 
far as can be determined, not duplicated, nor are the letters to and 
from the commandants and priests at the forts and frontier trading 
posts of the Mississippi Valley. 

In the first group, the official correspondence, there are three thick 
folio letter books, as well as a number of individual drafts. In addi- 
tion to these, there are the original letters, orders, etc., addressed 
to Vaudreuil by Louis XV, his ministers the Comte de Maurepas and 
Rouillé and the Comte de Jouy, and others. These are interesting 
for the light thrown on the French policy of expansion in the New 
World. 

The personal and colonial correspondence consists entirely of 
original, separate documents and is perhaps more important. The 
letters are mainly gossipy accounts of French and Canadian affairs. 
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News sent from the north by officials, such as Francois Bigot, La 
Galissoniére, and the Marquis de la Jonquiére, serves to show how 
successful the French had been in bringing their two great provinces 
into close touch. Throughout these papers there are glimpses of the 
miniature court of “Le Grand Marquis,” the social and religious life 
of the colony (three religious orders were well established at that 
time: the Jesuits, Capuchins, and Ursuline Nuns), and the economic 
welfare of the people. Louisiana was rich in mineral resources, lead 
and copper having been discovered in the Illinois country and iron 
near Mobile Bay. She was sufficiently furnished with provisions, 
and enjoyed a lively trade with Florida and the French and Spanish 
islands of the West Indies. Negroes were imported in large numbers 
and sold to the inhabitants at 1800 livres a head. Indigo and tobacco 
were raised in large amounts in the south, and attempts were made 
with wheat, but, the climate not being suitable, these experiments did 
not succeed until carried north into the Illinois country. The principal 
southern exports were rice, peas, beans, salt, lumber, and tar. Furs 
from the extreme northern outposts were marketed through Canada. 
All this apparent prosperity and security hung, however, on the 
slender thread of “Indian presents.” Without sufficient presents, or 
presents attractive enough to rival those of the English, there could 
be no hope for a safe and lasting peace. 

Vaudreuil’s predecessor having been unsuccessful in detaching 
the fierce and warlike Chickasaws from their English allies, and 
equally unsuccessful in conquering them, a more aggressive policy 
was decided upon for the new régime. This called for several ad- 
ditional regiments from France. Vaudreuil also imported a regiment 
of Swiss mercenaries. In order to relieve the government of the bur- 
den of furnishing subsistence for the new army, and at the same time 
to extend the boundaries of French territory, the following clever 
scheme was hit upon: trading companies were to be granted exclu- 
sive concessions along the frontiers, with the proviso that a fort be 
erected at each post, to be commanded by a French officer “whom 
they would cloathe, victual and maintain.” 

These forts were not only for the protection of friendly Indians 
and the missionary priests who played such an important part in the 
early history of Louisiana, but to restrain the incursions of the 
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Cherokees and Chickasaws and ‘the encroachments of the Eng- 
lish.” There was a scramble for concessions. Forts were established 
in the Illinois country, among the nations of the Missouris, and in 
the Arkansas and Detroit countries, as well as on the Wabash (“Oua- 
bach”’), Mobile, and Alabama. 

One of the most picturesque figures mentioned in the papers is 
Red Slipper (‘“‘Soulier Rouge”), great chieftain of the Choctaws. The 
Choctaws were divided in their allegiance, one party being devoted to 
the French and the other to the English. Each, however, traded in- 
discriminately at French and English posts, which was unfortunate 
for the French, because the English were so much shrewder in their 
selection of goods. Vaudreuil, fearing a treaty of peace within the 
tribe and also with the enemy Chickasaws, employed Red Slipper to 
stir up trouble. This scheme was effective for a short while, but Red 
Slipper, who “‘hankered after the English trade,” soon gave evidence 
of double dealing, and a price was finally put upon his head by the 
French. He was killed just as he was introducing into his village 
“six English, with fifty-three horses.” 

The last letter in the collection was written by Vaudreuil in 
February, 1753. His ambition to succeed Jonquiére as governor- 
general of Canada was finally realized, and soon afterward he set 
sail for France. 

Several suggestions as to the source of these manuscripts have 
been offered from time to time. In England it was believed that they 
were captured by Sir William Johnson, when he defeated Dieskau 
at Lake George in September, 1755. A more plausible theory seemed 
to point to the capture of the French ship “L’Alcide,” which occurred 
in June of the same year. Rigaud de Vaudreuil, a brother of the 
Marquis, was a passenger and was carried a prisoner to England the 
following December. An examination of the papers themselves, in 
the hope of finding a clue, was unproductive, with the exception of one 
document entitled: “‘Instances of perfidious & dishonorable hostility 
in the French in time of peace; being Matters . . . extracted from the 
letters of M? Vaudreuil, Governor of Louisiana, to the Court of 
France.” This paper proves that the Vaudreuil manuscripts be- 
longed to John, fourth Earl of Loudoun, since it is in the handwrit- 
ing of John Appy, who acted as Lord Loudoun’s secretary during the 
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years the latter was commander in chief of the British forces in North 
America. 

It was not until January, 1931, that further light was thrown on 
the provenance of these papers. By accident the solution was dis- 
covered in an obscure paragraph of a long letter written by Loudoun 
to Lord Holdernesse, “‘From on board H. Ms Ship Winchelsea, At 
Sea, August 16, 1757.” This paragraph contains the following state- 
ment: 


Here it is necessary to acquaint your Lordship that before I left London, 
I received from Mo: Pichon, commonly called Mo! Tyrell, (who was Mo! 
Vaudreuil’s Secretary whilst Governor of Louisiana, and was taken Prisoner 
in Beauséjour) the Office Copies of Mo! Vaudreuil’s Letters, and the French 
Ministers Original Letters to him, in which it appears, that he lays it down 
as a Maxim, that whenever Peace is made, then is the proper time to Attack 
the English; and on that Plan, goes on to give an Account of the Barbari- 
ties he has committed on the English in time of Peace, and the Approba- 
tion of his Proceedings from the Ministers of France. 


Thomas Pichon, it will be remembered, is the supposed author of 
the work, published anonymously, Lettres et Mémoires pour servir & 
Histoire Naturelle, Civile et Politique du Cap Breton, depuis son 
établissement jusqu’a la reprise de cette Isle par les Anglois en 1758. 
For some time before the fall of Fort Beauséjour, he had carried on a 
brisk correspondence with Captain George Scott, commandant of 
Fort Lawrence, and other English officers, furnishing them with in- 
formation regarding the movements of the French. When Beauséjour 
was captured, Pichon was only nominally a prisoner. In 1758 he 
permanently assumed the name Tyrell (his mother’s maiden name) 
and established his residence in London, where he remained until his 
death in 1781. The fact that Pichon was an active spy at the time 
the Vaudreuil Papers came into his hands, doubtless explains the 
secrecy with which they were turned over to the English.

AVERY O. CRAVEN 


HERE are twenty letters from the pen of Andrew Jackson 
in the Huntington Library. Fourteen of these were written 
to his wife, Rachel, three to his son, Andrew, and one each 
to Sarah York Jackson, Alden Partridge, and Francis Pres- 

ton. Though few in number, these letters were produced at important 
periods in the life of the writer and are sufficiently well grouped to 
afford intimate glimpses of the man and of events. 

The first letters to Rachel Jackson belong, with one exception, to 
the period of the War of 1812 and to the campaign against the Creek 
Indians which was a part of it. As a major general in the militia of 
Tennessee, Jackson early answered the call of Governor Blount for 
volunteers for the defense of New Orleans, and in January, 1813, 
went down the river with the infantry to Natchez, where a junction 
with the cavalry, moving overland, was to be made. He reached this 
point on February 15, as his letter of that date indicates, but the 
expedition was halted and soon, to Jackson’s disgust, the order came 
to dismiss the troops and return to Tennessee. 

The Creek uprising, however, sent him in September (1813) into 
the Mississippi Territory at the head of one unit of Tennessee troops, 
which was to ‘“‘act in conjunction” with the Georgia militia marching 
westward and a body of regulars moving up the Alabama River.* 
Though badly hampered by a bullet wound in the arm, received in 
a brawl with the Bentons, Jackson pressed rapidly forward, estab- 
lishing his base of supplies at Fort Deposit on the Tennessee River 
and pushing across the mountains to build Fort Strother on the upper 
waters of the Coosa. The rapidity of these movements outran the 


* The troops from eastern Tennessee were under the command of Major General Cocke. 
Jackson was also expected to make “the necessary arrangements for concert” with this 


division. 
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efforts of contractors to furnish supplies, causing unrest and even 
mutiny among the hungry troops, but enabling him to crush the 
Indians and to force them to sign a humiliating peace early in the fol- 
lowing year at the new Fort Jackson, which he had erected in the 
heart of their country. These successes brought an appointment as 
major general in the regular army and placed Jackson in command of 
the seventh military district with headquarters at Mobile. From 
here, on September 22, 1814, he wrote the last letter in this series, 
which had begun nearly two years before at Natchez. 

The second set of letters to Rachel covers the period of Jackson’s 
journey to Washington in the fall of 1823 to take his seat in the 
United States Senate and of the first few months in the national 
capital. These letters reveal something of the friendships and politi- 
cal struggles of the time and, taken with the letter to Francis Preston, 
show the bitter conflict that was beginning to surge about the virile 
personality of the man. 

The letters to Andrew Jackson, Jr., and to his wife, Sarah York 
Jackson, which form the last group in the collection, were written a 
decade later, when the mind of the old leader, who was then in his 
second term as President of the United States, had begun to turn 
toward retirement and rest at “The Hermitage.” It will be noticed 
that political matters occupy less space, and that houses, slaves, stock, 
and cotton hold the center of the stage. Yet the temper of the man 
has not altered, and these letters carry the same sharp reactions of 
one certain that his plans were in accord with the will of common men 
and the purposes of “providence.” 

The original spelling, capitalization, and punctuation have been 
preserved in these letters. In cases where a portion of a manuscript 
has been torn away, spaces have been left to indicate the breaks. 
Where it has been impossible to decipher a word with certainty, a 
question mark has been placed in brackets immediately following.

promised to call, from whom you can receive all the information that 
I could give —I wish you to say to M* Gowing that I wish my cot- 
ton planted between the 15 and 25‘ of april—I hope the apple 
trees have been safely brought, and planted —I have been afraid 
that they received injury from frost, from the verry severe frosts 
that fell about that time — I hope it has been in his power, to make 
your time more agreable with the Servants, I also hope that he has 
brought Aston to a perfect state of obedience — I have not heard a 
single syllable from you since I left home — I hope you have enjoyed 
and is now enjoying health — and may health and happiness sur-

After twenty four hours of labour in preparing despatches for 
Major Genl Pinckney, the secratary of war and Governor Blount, 
during which time Major Read my aid, and myself has not slept one 
hour, before The dawn — (as the express is to start at day light) I 
take up my pen to say to you that I am well, my arm mending I 
hope I will be able to wear my coat sleeve on it soon I have been 
much pestered and vexed with the shamefull retrograde of the volun- 
teers and mounted gunmen —and with the still more shamefull 
indolence of the contractors, in not supplying us with provisions — 
I have been anxious to advance and meet the wishes of the commander 
in chief by putting a speedy end to the war and return to you again, 
but our supplies will not justify a movement as yet — at present we 
have not one pound of meal but plenty of good beef and Pork — with 
this I tried if I could prevail on the Troops to advance but the Holston 
Regt. except two fine companies commanded by Capt: Hamilton and 
argenbright refused — five days we could have cleared the Cosa and 
Talleposa, and opened a communication with Genl Floyd who com- 
mands the Georgia Troops — But they did not come to fight — altho 
it was there complaint that they had come for that purpose and was

sorry they could not have one fight that induced me to make the prop- 
osition with the supply of Beef & pork on hand — I found it would 
not do and I am fearfull when I get supplies up, which I am making 
every exertion to do I shall have no men to fight with The shamefull 
desertion from their, posts of the Volunteer Infantry — the violated 
Pledge of the cavalry & mounted infantry under their own proper 
signatures, and the apathy displayed in the interior of the state by

Genl 

I am glad to find you are so young and active as at so inclement a 
season to be found so far from home. I have just rec? your letter of 
the 25" instant, and assure you, that nothing but want of time, and 
the fatigue of a long & troublesome journey prompted me to pass 
Abingdon without calling at your house. on my return should I 
come by Abingdon your polite request to call & see you will not I 
assure you be neglected. 

Your other request to vissit Richmond, cannot be complied with: 
and when itis recollected, that such a vissit would be atributed to any 
thing than the real and true cause, I am persuaded you would by no 
means desire me to do so. My course is that which my feelings dic- 
tate, — to practice nothing, and to take no step, which may have 
imputed to it, a disposition to recommend myself to anyone. Not 
to decline or seek office is my maxim: & to do any act which may 
present me in a different charecter, even in the opinion of any person 
would produce to me a most unpleasant reflection. I cannot there- 
fore now vissit Richmond, altho it would under other circumstances 
afford me pleasure to do so. 

You are right in your opinion; many do indeed believe me unfit 
for civil life; and many here, strangers to me, had expected, I under- 
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stand, to see a most uncivilised, unchristian man when they beheld me. 
They had derived their opinions from some of those dificult situa- 
tions in which heretofore it was my good or bad fortune to be placed; 
and forming their conclusions from them I most usually have been 
pronounced a rash & inconsiderate man. I am content they should 
continue to think so; premising to you, however, that those who do 
think so know but little about me. If to do my duty & to follow the 
dictates of my judgtment when running counter to the — opinion 
of others, be rashness, I indeed have sometimes been rash; but per- 
mit me to assure you, that however in times of toil & & trouble, this 
charecter may have been imputed to me; now in these our times of 
peace there are some of the politicians of the country who in their 
construction of constitutional power go greatly a head of where I 
should dare to venture. 

Peace with all the world, suffering insult & indignity from none, 
would be the amount of my prudence & of my rashness: & if this be 
wrong, my country should be cautious how they ventured to confide 
her rights & her interests into my hands. I hope to see our Republican 
principles & institutions long preserved; & this being attained, I 
shall go down to my grave I assure you, contented & quiet. — 

I write you quite in haste, & beg you to accept my best wishes; 
& when you shall reach home, to present me kindly to M*® Preston,

I have this evening rec’ your kind and affectionate letter of the 
1g January: It gives me great pleasure to learn that the church is 
finished, and that good man M* Haine has dedicated it; I hope it will 
be a means of uniting the nieghbourhood in the bonds of christian 
benevolence, and friendship, and that we may obtain a pastor, imbued 
with all the christian virtues, who will shew us by his walks, & conver- 
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sation; that the welfare of the little flock is his chief care: then 
truly the labourer will be worthy of his hire; & I trust as good 
christians, we will freely yield it to him. It is pleasing to me that my 
friend Eatons letter has reached you — rely on it, he 1s amonghst the 
most worthy, of the humane race — Our friend Call, Eaton, & my- 
self are the only occupants, of one half the house of our worthy and 
amiable Hostess M's Oneall, & her charming family; I say Hostess, 
because the house is kept under her name, from the pecuniary losses 
of her husband M' Oneal, who is a very good & worthy man — we are 
as comfortable as we could be under my seperation from you. 

My heath continues good, I have abstained from parties, except 
M's Adams, M' Calhouns, & M's Wirts, these latter; I was obliged 
to go to, as I had attended M’* Adams party on the 8 of Janry. I 
have not yet vissited M's Monroes drawing room, this I intend once, 
and that the first good evening on which it happens: The various 
attentions & presents from the Legaters & representatives of the 
best of men, the mighty chieftain, the father of his country, the immortal 
Washington; is the most acceptable gifts I could receive; I lay them 
up as precious relex, worthy to be preserved; I know you will think 
me vain — but I assure you vanity has no seat in my boosom; but 
to be thought worthy of this deposit, has confirmed me, that the 
independant coarse I have pursued, following the dictates of that 
judgtment that the wise creator has indued me with, has been right 
when approved by those whose approbation I ought most to esteem, 
& is the greatest gratification I could enjoy, by any expression of any 
portion of my country.

Yesterday being the day that give me birth; and on which I en- 
tered upon my fifty eight year I had a few friends to dine with me 
amonghst whom, were our friend Gov! Homes of Mississippi, M* N 
Macon of the Senate, and Major Bradford of the army, who presented 
our son with “Coosa” & whom you recollect; they heads of Depart- 
ment with the Honble — Speaker M* Clay with many others from 
Boston, Newyork &c &c &c, our friends Eaton & Call presided & the 
evening was pleasantly spent, I had like to have forgot to tell you 
our friend E. Livingston was amonghst the number. 

This morning at 11 I was requested to attend M* Monroe to re- 
ceive the medle voted me by Congress on the 27 of Fbry 1815. I 
attended accompanied with Eaton & Call & in the presence of M*™ 
Monroe, M* Hay &c &c &c, and the heads of Departments, & Navy 
board, with many members of Congress, and my voluntary aid. E. 
Livingston, it was delivered in due form — You are aware how dis- 
agreable to me these shows of pomp & perade are; & how irksome it 
is for me to speak of myself — still it was necessary; and I with 
reluctance — performed it — not without a tremor which allways 
seises me on such occasions — I trust — however when you read the 
sentiments expressed by me, some of them will be pleasing to you. I 
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therefore have named it, as I know every thing that concerns me is 
interesting to you. 

Tell my son how anxious I am that he may read & learn his Book, 
that he may become the possessor of those things that a gratefull 
country has bestowed upon his papa — Tell him that his happiness 
thro life, depends upon his procuring an education now; & with it, 
to imbibe proper moral — habits that can entitle him to the posses- 
sion of them. To acquire those proper habits, he must beware re- 
ligiously on all occasions to adhere to truth, & on no occasion to de- 
part from it — never to make a promise unless on due consideration, 
and when made, to be sure to comply with it.

I was much gratified to learn from your letter of the 20" ultimo 
that our D* Sarah & sweet little Rachel were doing well — I sincerely 
regret that the child was visited with the thrash, but as all young 
children have it, I hope ere this it is intirely well. N othing could give 
me equal pleasure to that of seeing you all, and taking little Rachel 
in my arms, kissing, & blessing it. you have not said aword on the 
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subject of your coming on — in your next inform me of your determi- 
nation on this point. 

I regret to learn that our cotton crop has fell so short — but we 
must learn to be content with whatever providence wills, and must 
occonomise, and keep our wants within our means. You Say you 
have handled it well, it therefore, will command the better price at 
markett. You will find your attention to the stock well repaid, and I 
trust from buying 8,000'% of pork this, that you will have a full 
supply next year — This will be well to look to, because I fear our 
cotton crop this year will scarcely cover the expence of its raising. If 
the Citizen, stud colt, is well attended to this fall & winter, I think he 
may do something next season but of this you will be the best judge. 
He must not [ Jd lower than $15 in, & $20. out of the seaso[ ] 
cotton, or pork at the markett price. I regret the sickness of [ ] 
& Sampson I hope they may soon recover — [ ] are in the hands 
of their maker, it is our duty to see that they are comfortable & well 
attended, this being done, our duty is performed to them, and when 
the summons comes, we must with patience submit to its call. 

I am anxiously awaiting Sarahs promised letter as it will be an

I enclose this to Col Love to be delivered to you if not left before it 
reaches Nashville — not having rec! letters from you as promised, we 
do not know where to address you. 

I have written to Col Love in answer to his letter about my House 
that I have referred to your determination any change in the hight 
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of the walls, or in the interior, that may be by you thought advisable, 
that will not increase the expence beyond my means. you know 
them — I have exposed the whole to you and you can with the advice 
of Col Armstrong & Col Love make such changes as you may be- 
lieve will be best for you & Sarah & family hereafter — all I want 1s a 
good rom to which I can retire if I am spared to live out my irksome 
term here, and I am sure I shall not want that room long — therefore 
my son, arrange it as you may think best for you & Sarah and your 
families convenience. 

I have determined to have it covered with Tin — this will cost 
about $500 or 525, and I request you to make in the contract a special 
bargain for putting it on. I shall engage the tin & have it shipped so 
soon as I obtain the bill of the Carpenter how many square feet it 
will take to cover the building — I shall expect this early to have all 
the materials sent on at once & the paper selected by a judicious 
person — I wish the contract — made with the workmen to furnish 
themselves, and all the brick, plank & scantlin that you cannot furnish 
without interfering with farm, and the positive sum to be paid for 
each part of the work, and us to have nothing to do with it, leaving 
all the hands to labour, without interruption from the building, on 
the farm by which we can expect to make a good crop which will be

safe at the Hermitage— where, if providence prolongs life to then, 
I will join you next summer at the Hermitage —where, I hope to 
find you all blessed with health, and contentment. 

I parted with you & the little pet with much reluctance, but I 
found Andrew was anxious that you should go with him, & that you 
would be more contented with him at the Hermitage than here, and

Papers of Francis Lieber 
BY CHARLES B. ROBSON 


LTHOUGH frequent acknowledgment has been made, in gen- 
eral terms, of Francis Lieber’s influence on the development 
of civilization in the United States, there has been no definite 
appraisal of the nature of his contributions.t These are 

important because of their amazing diversity and the practical fruit 
they bore in many fields. As a publicist, educator, and sociologist, 
Lieber enunciated theories that were regarded as authoritative by his 
contemporaries. He lived in the United States during the transitional 
years from 1827 to 1872, and his correspondents included many of 
the leaders in the intellectual and political life of the time. His opin- 
ions were widely known, and, although he himself followed an aca- 
demic career, many of his hypotheses were put to actual test. 

An adequate study, either of the man or of his influence in his 
chosen fields, has not been possible in the past, for few of his private 
papers have been printed and his manuscripts have not been accessible 
to students. It is true that a volume of his correspondence was pub- 
lished ten years after his death,’ but this volume contained only a 
small fraction of the letters written by him and only six of those re- 
ceived. It is inadequate, both because so large a part of the cor-

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respondence is omitted and because the editorial explanation 1s 
meager and, in some instances, inaccurate. . 

It is important, therefore, that the greater portion of Lieber’s 
papers is now preserved in the Huntington Library. These papers 
consist of his correspondence, tcgether with notes and other manu- 
scripts accumulated in the preparation of his works. The correspond- 
ence is remarkably complete because, after Lieber’s death, his wife 
collected a large number of his letters, with a view to publishing them. 
The purpose of this article is to describe these papers and evaluate 
the information they contain, both for the student of the life and 
work of Lieber and for the scholar interested rather in the events and 
developments with which he was connected. 


I CorRRESPONDENCE 


Two characteristics of the correspondence of Lieber become 1m- 
mediately apparent upon an examination of the statistical table, 
given in the Appendix. The first is the large number of letters eXx- 
changed with certain regular correspondents, such as George S. Hil- 
lard, Charles Sumner, and Henry W. Halleck.: These give a continu- 
ous and most intimate record of Lieber’s life and opinions. The second 
characteristic is the occasional appearance, in the correspondence, of 
a large number of men prominent in literary, educational, or political 
life, in the United States and in Europe. As may be expected, the 
letters exchanged with them lack the intimate character of those pas- 
sing between Lieber and his particular friends. Nevertheless, since 
the occasion for writing to Lieber was in many instances a mutual in- 
terest in some topic relating to public affairs, many of these letters 
contain information or opinions of significance to the historian. 

It is perhaps natural to evaluate the correspondence of a man first 
of all from the personal point of view. The large number of the let- 
ters preserved in the Lieber collection makes a remarkably complete 
biographical record. From this point of view, his own misfortune

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in living at a distance from his most congenial friends is the good 
fortune of posterity. 

For the years prior to his coming to the United States this record 
is found in letters to and from various Prussian officials and in family 
letters. While it is not so full as one might wish, it does contain in- 
formation which supplements the journals and memoirs of this 
period published during his lifetime.t In particular, the lacunae noted 
by Bruncken ? in the chronicle of Lieber’s university career and im- 
prisonment in Prussia may be filled in, at least partially, by the use 
of this material. 

The period of Lieber’s residence in South Carolina (1835-56), 
during which his ideas were matured and given to the public in his 
three major works, is covered with great thoroughness in letters to 
George S. Hillard, Charles Sumner, Fanny Appleton Longfellow, 
and Dorothea L. Dix, together with those written to his wife in the 
course of his travels in the North and in Europe. He formed a friend- 
ship with S. Austin Allibone in 1855 and undertook to furnish this 
well-known bibliographer with information concerning his own pub- 
lications; his letters to Allibone are consequently an important 
source in that connection. Lieber’s intense absorption in all phases of 
the Civil War and Reconstruction led him to set down, especially in 
letters to Sumner, Halleck, Edward Bates, and Martin Russell 
Thayer, his reactions to the events of the period and his opinions on its 

roblems. The letters written in his last years to Andrew Dickson 
White show him in the pleasing light of the elderly scholar, publicist, 
and educator addressing himself to a younger man whose interests, 
ideas, and ideals he felt to be similar to his own. 

The most intimate and complete pictures of Lieber’s friends, to 
be found in his correspondence, are of those who lived in Boston, the 
city in which he spent the first five years of his life in America and 
which he continued to regard as his “American native place.’”’ George

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Hillard, in particular, undertook to keep him informed, after he left 
Boston, of the affairs of this circle of friends, which included Charles 
Sumner, W. H. Prescott, Julia Ward and Samuel Gridley Howe, Anna 
and George Ticknor, Fanny Appleton and Henry W. Longfellow, 
Joseph Story, Simon Greenleaf, Edward Everett, C. C. F elton, and, 
indeed — though on somewhat less intimate terms ae all the other 
people of prominence there. The information supplied by Hillard 
is supplemented by that contained in letters from the Howes, Long- 
fellows, and Ticknors, and from Story, Greenleaf, Prescott, Everett, 
and Felton. 

The revelations about Charles Sumner merit especial attention. 
As the members of the Boston circle had opportunities for observing 
him intimately and felt a personal concern in his career, their testi- 
mony is exceedingly enlightening. They often wrote freely and 
fully to Lieber concerning Sumner’s social, professional, and political 
activities, and his individual merits and idiosyncrasies as well. These 
letters, together with the voluminous correspondence between Lieber 
and Sumner, furnish a mass of biographical information that has not 
yet been systematically exploited. They are often particularly illumi- 
nating on Sumner’s life in the years before his election to the Senate. 

A less important, yet noteworthy, portion of Lieber’s intimate cor- 
respondence concerns the life of Longfellow. A friendly controversy 
that was waged for many years between Hillard and Lieber over the 
merits of Longfellow’s literary productions is also significant, because 
of Lieber’s familiarity with the German literature that so strongly 
influenced the poet. 

Lieber’s opinions upon topics of general public interest are amply 
developed in his letters. The discussion of them may be simplified 
by recalling that his published works embrace studies in the follow- 
ing fields: the science of culture or civilization; penology, including 
penal law and prison discipline; education, especially the organiza- 
tion and curricula of colleges and universities; and political science, 
including political theory, constitutional history, political economy, 
and international law. His papers are particularly valuable to stu- 
dents of the history of these branches of knowledge, because they 
reveal the development of the ideas and the method of a pioneer. The 
very nature of his professional activity, however, made it necessary for 
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Lieber to seek and to preserve data upon a wide variety of contempo- 
rary affairs. This he did by collecting published accounts, by record- 
Ing, in separate notes and in journals, facts that came under his direct 
observation, and by corresponding with men who were active in pub- 
lic life. For this reason, the social or political historian can find in 
Lieber’s papers an amount of information about his own times that 
is surprising in view of the circumstance that his career was, for the 
most part, academic. 

An understanding of Lieber’s conception of the science of culture 
or civilization makes possible the correlation of a large part of this 
material that would otherwise be classed merely as miscellaneous. 
He defined this science as “the philosophy and history of civiliza- 
tion.” It embraced inquiry into all phases of the life of man in the 
past and also in the present, for contemporary developments formed, 
in his opinion, as valid a part of history as those of any earlier time. 
With the knowledge of this view of the scope of legitimate scientific 
inquiry, it is possible to explain his absorption in such a wide variety 
of apparently unrelated subjects as the following: the languages 
and culture of the North American Indians; the articulation of the 
blind deaf-mute, Laura Bridgman; American and English colloquial 
speech; the relation of education to crime; slavery; and the ratio 
between the number of qualified voters and those who actually went 
to the polls. Slavery, for instance, attracted his attention, not merely 
as a moral or political question, but as an institution whose ramifica- 
tions and manifestations must be taken into consideration by the 
student of man in society. Thus, although he published little on the 
subject, he carefully collected an imposing mass of data relating to 
it. Much of the information accumulated as a result of this breadth 
of scientific curiosity is of too varied a character to be useful except 
to illustrate Lieber’s method of working. In this connection, it is 
interesting to note that in several instances he made use of circular 
questionnaires. For example, when investigating the relation of edu- 
cation to crime, he sent lists of questions to wardens of prisons; in a 
similar manner, he elicited information from former governors on 
the advantages and disadvantages of placing the pardoning power 
in the hands of chief executives of states. tale 

Lieber’s work in the field of penal law and prison discipline brought 
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him into his closest relationship with the reform movement of the 
early nineteenth century. His correspondence on this subject is 
particularly interesting, not only because it illustrates the interna- 
tional character of the movement, but also because it shows in a very 
striking way how the first moderate reforms were displaced, both in 
Europe and America, in the middle of the century, by more radical 
measures. This correspondence includes letters from S. G. Howe, 
J. J. Barclay, Miss Dix, and others, in the United States; from Jas. 
Adshead, in England; from de Tocqueville and de Beaumont, in 
France; and from Mittermaier, N. H. Julius, J. E. Hitzig, and L. E. 
Heydemann, in Germany. 

Lieber’s thirty-seven years as a college professor give his letters 
and other papers special importance for the history of higher educa- 
tion in the United States. His contributions in this field include, as 
is well known, not merely teaching, but also constructive work as an 
administrator in South Carolina College and as an advisor in the or- 

anization of Girard College, Philadelphia, and in the reorganization 
of Columbia College, New York. His unpublished letters and other 
papers contain a considerable amount of unused information relative 
to these aspects of his career. In addition, intimate knowledge of 
conditions in Harvard College may be gained from his letters, be- 
cause he was in almost continuous correspondence, during the period 
of his residence in South Carolina, with friends in Boston and Cam- 
bridge who were trying to obtain for him a Harvard professorship. 
The history of the establishment and early operation of the Smith- 
sonian Institution can be traced in letters written by Lieber himself 
and in those addressed to him by J. R. Ingersoll, Miss Dix, Joseph 
Henry, and others. 

Though Lieber’s interests, as indicated in his correspondence as 
well as in his published works, were remarkably wide, his letters are 
chiefly valuable to the historian for their illumination of contempo- 
rary political affairs. The expression “political affairs”’ must be under- 
stood to include, not merely party rivalry and partisan maneuvring 
in the determination of public policy, but everything having to do 
with the state and with law — that is, with man in “jural society,” 
to use Lieber’s own expression. As would be anticipated from the 
fact that he was a publicist and political philosopher, his correspond- 
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ence discloses the views of men of broad general knowledge of public 
questions rather than the intimate revelations that are often found 
in the letters of officeholders or politicians. Yet there are several 
instances in which new information of the latter kind may be ob- 
tained from Lieber’s correspondence. 

Because they contain little of value on politics, the letters of the 
earlier years (1827-34) of Lieber’s life in the United States may be 
dismissed from consideration here. His later correspondence, from 
the point of view of the information it furnishes on political affairs, 
may be divided to parallel the respective periods of his residence in 
South Carolina (1835-56) and in New York (1857-72). These 
roughly coincide with, first, the time of the rapid development of 
sectional rivalry before the Civil War and of the gathering storm, and, 
second, that of the conflict itself and Reconstruction. 

The letters of the first group owe much of their interest to the 
fact that, for the most part, they were exchanged between a man living 
in the South and men of the North, during the very years when the 
two sections were rapidly growing more antagonistic. It must not 
be assumed, however, that the typical opinion of each section is ade- 
quately represented, for Lieber wrote from South Carolina as a critic 
rather than as an exponent of Southern views, subscribing to them, 
in fact, only on the question of free trade. Because he had lived in 
Boston, New York, and Philadelphia before going to South Carolina, 
and, during his residence in the South, usually spent several months 
each year in the North, he had unusual opportunities for observing 
the characteristics of both sections. Moreover, he was a European 
by birth and education and a student of social phenomena by natural 
inclination and profession. Therefore, the record of his impressions 
of these characteristics, and of his appraisal of their significance, is 
peculiarly interesting. Few of Lieber’s contemporaries had his keen 
appreciation of the social and economic differences between North 
and South as exemplified by the contrast between Columbia, South 
Carolina, and such cities as Boston, New York, and Philadelphia, by 
the actual physical isolation of the South due to difficulties of travel, 
and by the dissimilarity between life dependent on agriculture and 
that based upon industry and commerce. Free from local allegiance, 
he criticized the social life and political policies of the South from the 
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point of view of a politico-moral idealism, the rigor of which was in- 
tensified by his studies in history and his observation of contemporary 
political development. 

Lieber’s letters are especially valuable for their frank and full ex- 
pression of his opinions upon the ideas and policies of political lead- 
ers and parties, because he was careful to avoid direct references in 
his published works to contemporary issues of this period. To the 
student of his political writings, these letters furnish an insight into 
the development and significance of his ideas. To the student of 
American history, they yield information on the institution of slavery, 
the conflict of opinion over it, and the growth of state-rights and 
secession sentiment in South Carolina. Attention should be directed 
particularly to the letters of 1850 and 1851, in which the secession 
movement is discussed.* 

In the letters received by Lieber, from Boston especially, but also 
from New York and Philadelphia, the political thought of these 
centers is variously represented. The letters of James and William 
Kent, Joseph Story, and Simon Greenleaf reveal the opinions of seri- 
ous students of legal and political institutions. Because of the small 
number of letters from Charles Sumner in the collection, the views 
of the more radical New England reformers appear principally in 
communications from Samuel Gridley Howe and in remarks by George 
Hillard on the members of the group. Indeed, Hillard’s letters pre- 
sent a most enlightening running commentary on political trends in

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Boston. He gave Lieber accounts of local and national politics there, 
basing his comments on his own participation in them, on his ob- 
servations, and on his close association with Sumner. 

Noteworthy material on three important episodes in the politics 
of the Boston area is contained in the letters from Hillard and others. 
The campaign of 1846, in which Howe ran against Hobert C. Win- 
throp for Member of Congress from the Boston district and in which 
Sumner made his entry into national politics, is described in letters 
from Howe, Hillard, Winthrop, and William Kent. The political 
jockeying that resulted in Sumner’s elevation to the Senate is de- 
scribed most fully by Hillard. The Massachusetts constitutional 
convention of 1853 is the subject of several letters from Hillard and 
Greenleaf, who, with Sumner, were among its members. 

The letters exchanged between Hillard and Lieber, and those of 
Lieber to Sumner, provide an excellent illustration of the complexity 
of the political issues of the time and their tendency to produce ir- 
reconcilable differences of opinion. In 1840 these men not only shared 
a high degree of congeniality and affection as friends, but also found 
themselves in complete accord upon the fundamental principles of 
political life as laid down in Lieber’s Political Ethics; but the course 
of political action that Sumner began to advocate and represent in 
the succeeding decade estranged him from both of his friends and 
resulted in the interruption of his correspondence with Lieber. Lieber 
and Hillard, alike, disapproved Sumner’s adherence to abolitionism 
and regarded his election to the Senate through a compromise between 
the Free Soilers and Democrats as an unwise, and even immoral, 
political maneuver that was inconsistent with the idealism he pro- 
fessed. Both thought his career in the Senate would be a stormy one 
and would contribute fuel to the flames of sectional hatred. 

During the fifties, Hillard and Lieber came to hold contrary views 
on national politics in relation to slavery. The former, living in the 
midst of abolitionists, began to sympathize with the South in its op- 
position to these radicals. The latter, viewing events from the vantage 
point of Columbia, South Carolina, became more and more convinced 
of the determination of the South to control or to disrupt the Union 
and of the impossibility of saving it by any means short of the aboll- 
tion of slavery and the total uprooting of state-rights ideas. When the 
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Civil War came, Lieber and Sumner reunited in common adherence 
to the cause of the Union and of abolition, and Hillard completely 
separated from his former friends when he backed McClellan against 
Lincoln in 1864. Finally, Lieber and Sumner again came into dis- 
agreement in national politics when the former supported Grant for 
reélection in 1872. 

The Lieber correspondence for the years from 1857 to 1872 forms 
a source of information that should be particularly useful to his- 
torians in gaining an understanding of the period of the Civil War 
and Reconstruction in some of its more perplexing phases. In the 
first place, the mere number of Lieber’s own letters is impressive. 
They constitute an almost day-by-day record of his own reactions and 
opinions. In the second place, the correspondence deals with those 
very problems of constitutional law, of the policy of a republican gov- 
ernment in time of stress, of international relations and international 
law, that made the period of the Civil War and Reconstruction a time 
of conflict of principles and of significant developments in constitu- 
tional and international law rather than merely a contest of arms. 
In the third place, many of the letters to Lieber were written b 
important officials. Three of these, Edward Bates, H. W. Halleck, 
and Hamilton Fish, have left in their letters to Lieber noteworthy 
accounts of the events in which they participated. 

To mention the problems of constitutional law discussed in the 
Lieber correspondence between 1857 and 1872 would be equivalent 
to listing all those that arose in that period. Special attention was 
given to the following questions: citizenship of negroes, of immigrants, 
and of former rebels; the seat of authority to suspend the writ of 
habeas corpus; the powers of the President and of Congress with re- 
gard to the abolition of slavery; the constitutionality of the draft; 
the degree to which the constitutional guarantees of personal liberty 
must be respected in time of civil war; the status of rebellious states 
and the method of restoring them to the Union; the location of sov- 
ereignty in the United States; and the impeachment of the President. 

No one who has read Lieber’s pamphlets and his open letters to 
the press during the war could fall into the error of regarding him 
as a neutral observer and publicist who held himself aloof from par- 
tisan politics. His letters reveal still more strikingly his complete 
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identification with the radical element of the Republican party and his 
hatred of the Copperheads. His intimacy with influential political 
leaders, especially Sumner, led him to make suggestions about party 
and administration policy on such questions as the treatment of 
slaves who came within federal lines; the program to be followed in 
the abolition of slavery and the determination of the status of freed- 
men; the use of negroes in the army; retaliation for supposed South- 
ern prison atrocities; the wisest course to pursue in the various 
crises in foreign relations; amendment of the Constitution; the atti- 
tude to be taken toward rebel leaders after the war; and the exten- 
sion of the suffrage to include negroes. 

Furthermore, Lieber undertook to keep his friends in Washington 
informed of political conditions in New York. One could scarcely 
expect to find a more complete and vivid record of the intensity of 

artisan animosity in that city than is contained in his letters to 
Sumner, Halleck, and Thayer. Those dealing with the second cam- 
paign of Lincoln for the presidency are particularly notable for their 
revelations of its bitterness. In conjunction with the reports of the 
military situation given in the letters from Halleck, they present most 
graphically the crucial importance of the summer and fall of 1864. 

Although two of Lieber’s sons were in the Union army and the 
third was killed fighting for the Confederacy, there is little informa- 
tion in the family correspondence about conditions in the camps or 
events of the campaigns. The military aspects of the war are, how- 
ever, frequently commented upon in the letters of Halleck. Though 
he declined to defend himself publicly against attacks, he wrote freely 
to Lieber concerning them. These letters furnish, perhaps, the sole 
record of his version of his controversies with Hooker, Rosecrans, 
Sherman, and other generals, and of his relations with Lincoln, 
Stanton, and Grant. The Lieber correspondence contains only one 
noteworthy account of a campaign. This is a long description of 
Sherman’s march through Georgia, written from Savannah in January, 
1865, by Major Henry Hitchcock, Judge Advocate on Sherman’s 
personal staff. 

Lieber’s letters and other Civil War papers are sources of much new 
information relative to his services to the War Department. In this 
connection the correspondence with Halleck is of primary importance, 
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since it furnishes many details of the history of the preparation of the 
Instructions for the Government of Armies of the United States in the 
Field, which was published by the War Department in General Orders 
No. 100, April 24, 1863. Holograph manuscripts of this document, 
in two distinct stages of its preparation, are preserved. There are 
also several copies of 4 Code for the Government of Armies in the Field 
as Authorized by the Laws and Usages of War on Land, written by 
Lieber and printed in February, 1863. One of these contains marginal 
suggestions, in Halleck’s handwriting, that were incorporated by 
Lieber in the subsequent revision. After the promulgation of this 
code, illustrations of its application are given in letters from Halleck 
and other officers, requesting Lieber’s opinion on cases arising under 
the provisions of General Orders No. too. The Lieber papers also 
contain manuscripts of his pamphlet, Guerrilla Parties considered 
with Reference to the Laws and Usages of War, and of two memoirs 
he prepared for the War Department in August, 1862. The first of 
these discusses the utilization of colored persons as soldiers, and the 
second, rewards for military merit and marks of distinction in the 
army. When the Confederate archives were brought from Richmond 
to Washington in 1865, Lieber was placed in charge of the Archive 
Office of the War Department. His letters during the time he oc- 
cupied this position (July, 1865, to August, 1867) furnish information 
on this phase of his activities in the War Department. 

Lieber gave much attention to international relations during the 
Civil War. As a Northern partisan, he realized that the attitude as- 
sumed by European powers was an important factor in determining 
the fortunes of the contest. Moreover, he was a leading authority 
on international law, and was accordingly often requested — espe- 
cially by Sumner, then Chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the Senate — to give his opinions upon specific problems. His 
letters on the Trent affair and other episodes of Anglo-American re- 
lations reveal in a striking manner the close relationship between the 
two men. Letters to Lieber from such Europeans as Mittermaier, 
Laboulaye, and Bluntschli, throw light upon the attitude of foreign 
states toward the struggle in the United States. Goldwin Smith’s 
statement and explanation, in a letter to Lieber, of the trends of public 
opinion in England, deserve special mention. 
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cee number of letters among the Lieber papers furnish important 
information concerning the Alabama case. For instance, there are 
discussions of the question by such eminent publicists and lawyers as 
Bluntschli, Laboulaye, Rolin-Jaequemyns, George Bemis, T. D. 
Woolsey, W. B. Lawrence, and G. P. Lowrey. Even more important 
are letters written by Hamilton Fish, while Secretary of State, and 
those by Lieber to Sumner, for Lieber continued friendly corre- 
spondence with these two men during their controversy over the 
proper policy to be pursued in pressing the adjustment of the claims 
against Great Britain. Unfortunately, there are only incomplete 
copies of his letters to Fish. 

Because of Lieber’s eminence as an authority on constitutional 
history, his influence as a pamphleteer, and his wide contacts with 
men in the South as well as in the North, he acted as a sort of clearing 
house of ideas in the troubled times of Reconstruction. Appeals from 
Southerners who had been his students in South Carolina College, 
and from others who knew him only through his writings, give some 
insight into conditions in the vanquished section and the views held 
there. Letters from Bates, Speed, Chase, Thayer, Halleck, and 
Emory Washburn supply a still more varied and extensive array of 
Northern opinion. Lieber, in his turn, wrote with especial fulness to 
Sumner, Thayer, and Halleck on problems of Reconstruction. 

Two aspects of Lieber’s interest in international law furnished 
topics for discussion in the letters of his closing days. These are his 
plan for the codification of international law by a congress of pub- 
licists, and his service as umpire for the United States-Mexican 
Claims Commission established by the Convention of July 4, 1868. 
Since several of his published letters relate to the first of these topics, 
and both Bluntschli and Rolin-Jaequemyns have discussed it at some 
length, the unpublished letters do not yield much new information. 
Those in the United States-Mexican Claims Commission correspond- 
ence are for the most part merely formal statements of the dispatch 
or receipt of documents; but there are several letters from the Mexi-

can minister, I. Mariscal, the Mexican Commissioner, Francisco Gomez 
del Palacio, and the United States Commissioner, W. H. Wadsworth, 
that throw some light on the history of the Commission, especially 
in relation to the interruption of its activities that was involved in 
replacing Gomez, in 1872, by General Leon Guzman.* 

The discussion of European politics that is to be found in Lieber’s 
correspondence, while by no means so extensive as that devoted to 
politics in the United States, is of sufficient interest to merit at least 
summary mention. The letters of Mittermaier (1847-49) are largely 
concerned with the mid-century political movements in the German 
states. They are supplemented by those of Lieber, himself, to his 
wife, written during a trip to Germany in 1848. The letters of 
de Tocqueville contain some comment on French political affairs, 
especially the government of Napoleon III. In those received from 
Bluntschli, Laboulaye, and Rolin-Jaequemyns, the wars for German 
unity are discussed from the varied points of view of a German, a 
Frenchman, and a Belgian. Many of the letters written by Lieber 
while in the United States discuss European politics. 

In addition to the letters just described, the collection contains a 
number received by Mrs. Lieber after her husband’s death. Some of 
these are answers to her requests for the return of his letters. Others 
are from Judge Thayer, who wrote a memorial sketch of Lieber; from 
T. D. Woolsey, who prepared new editions of Lieber’s Civil Liberty 
and Self-Government and Political Ethics, after the death of the author; 
from D. C. Gilman, who edited Lieber’s Miscellaneous Writings; 
and from T. S. Perry, who was engaged by Mrs. Lieber to edit the 
Life and Letters of Francis Lieber. Much information regarding the 
Sean and previous use of the collection is available in these 
etters. 


II Manuscript MateriaL OTHER THAN LETTERS 


The manuscript material, other than letters, in the Lieber papers 
includes: (1) notes, comments on clippings, and memoranda; (2) au- 
tograph drafts of published works and of several short unpublished 
articles; (3) records of college lectures, both in his own lecture note-

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books and in those kept by several of his students; (4) annotations 
in interleaved copies of his books and articles; and (5) a large number 
of poems and plays, written in German before their author came to 
America. 

The nature, and something of the content, of the large amount of 
miscellaneous notes, comments upon newspaper clippings, and memo- 
randa found among Lieber’s papers has already been indicated, in 
the discussion of his interest in the science of civilization. Part of 
this material is contained in scrapbooks or in packages of papers, 
segregating data on such topics as “Sovereignty,” “Slavery,” “Seces- 
sion,’ and the “Alabama Case.”” Notebooks that record peculiarities 
of American and English colloquial speech should also be mentioned. 
All of this material is chiefly valuable to those who wish to study the 
development of Lieber’s ideas and his method of working. As might 
be anticipated, however, from Lieber’s prolixity and his tendency to 
digress, use of the material is rendered difficult by its abundance and 
heterogeneous character. 

The manuscripts and annotated copies of Lieber’s writings, in the 
Huntington Library collection, include those of a large number of his 
minor works. The interleaved copies of his major works were de- 
posited by Mrs. Lieber in the library of Johns Hopkins University. 
Neither collection contains a complete manuscript of any of Lieber’s 
books. 


III Printrep MATERIAL 


The printed material with the Lieber papers includes an almost 
complete collection of his minor pamphlets and articles, a number of 
clippings of open letters written by him to various newspapers, nu- 
merous pamphlets relating to subjects in which he was interested, and 
a great many miscellaneous newspaper clippings. The greater part 
of the books and pamphlets in Lieber’s personal library was sold by 
his wife to the University of California, at Berkeley, and is now to 
be found in the library of that institution. 


IV Previous Exp.ioiraTion oF Manuscript MATERIAL 


In order to indicate accurately the value of the papers that have 
been described, it is necessary to notice what use has already been 
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made of them in published works. Martin Russell Thayer, in the 
preparation of his memorial address on Lieber,’ delivered before the 
Pennsylvania Historical Society in 1873, extracted from the letters 
a few eulogistic passages suitable for quotation on such an occasion. 
D. C. Gilman, in editing Lieber’s Miscellaneous Writings,’ included 
notes from interleaved and annotated copies of articles reprinted and 
published for the first time under the title, The Rise of our Constitu- 
tion and its National Features. Lewis R. Harley * had some access 
to manuscripts but seems to have relied mainly on material already 
available in print. Inasmuch as the letters published by Phinney ‘ 
were found by him in the Library of Congress, among the papers of 
Nicholas Biddle, Samuel B. Ruggles, Daniel Webster, John M. 
Clayton, James H. Hammond, S. P. Chase, and J. C. Bancroft Davis, 
his work need not be taken into consideration in connection with the 
Lieber collection in the Huntington Library. Only in the Life and 
Letters of Francis Lieber, edited by Thomas Sergeant Perry, is there 
to be found any extensive exploitation of the papers preserved by 
Lieber himself and those collected by his wife after his death. 

The editing of a volume of Lieber’s letters, to serve as a memorial 
of his life, was undertaken by Perry at the request of Mrs. Lieber and 
was executed under her supervision and with her assistance. This 
arrangement had certain obvious advantages; but there were equally 
obvious disadvantages, and it is not surprising, therefore, that the 
volume is not entirely satisfactory. The purpose was to present a 
record of Lieber’s life in his own words as far as possible. Since the 
material at hand, in his previously published diaries and reminis- 
cences, in his unpublished journal, and in his letters, was rather ex- 
tensive, the task of editing was mainly one of selection. Though this 
was well done for the purpose of the work, the result, as already noted,

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was the omission of a great number of the letters written by Lieber 
himself and of nearly all of those that he received. The execution of 
the other parts of the editor’s work, such as transcription and ex- 
planatory notes, leaves very much to be desired. 

The inadequacy of Perry’s edition, as a presentation of Lieber’s 
letters, will be indicated by a list of certain outstanding faults: 


1. The combination, under one date, of two or more letters of 
different dates. 

Alterations to avoid the mention of names or specific references. 

The omission of pertinent and important passages. 

The omission of letters necessary to an understanding of those 
included. 

The failure to include letters that contain information regard- 
ing especially significant aspects of Lieber’s career. 

The inaccuracy of transcription. 

The inadequacy and inaccuracy of editorial explanations.

In spite of these faults, the Life and Letters of Francis Lieber provides 
the most extensive body of information about him that is available 
in print. It contains, moreover, a number of letters not to be found 
among those now preserved, as well as extracts from a journal that 
is also missing. Unfortunately, however, the Life and Letters has 
been out of print for many years and copies are not easy to obtain. 


V 


It is obvious from the facts presented in this article that access to 
the papers of Lieber in the Huntington Library makes possible a 
more thoroughgoing and systematic examination of his life and work 
than has heretofore been undertaken. Students of the progress of 
the social sciences have frequently acknowledged the importance of 
his influence upon these branches of knowledge, but have been un- 
able, owing to the lack of full information, to present satisfactory 
accounts either of the development of his ideas or of the details of his 
career. While it has been known that he had a wide circle of friends 
both in the United States and in Europe, and that his correspondence 
was extensive, the facts relating to these personal contacts have, in 
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most instances, never come to light. It may be said that few figures 
in history have suffered so much as Lieber from generous praise un- 
accompanied by specific evaluation. 

The Lieber papers, however, have an importance greater than that 
of making possible the “rehabilitation” of a neglected figure. His 
career was so thoroughly interwoven with the development of higher 
education, political science, and political institutions in the United 
States, that a discussion of the evolution of these phases of civiliza- 
tion of necessity involves a knowledge of it. For this reason, it is 
certain that students of history —in the broad sense that Lieber 
himself did so much to establish as an ideal of American scholarship 
in the social sciences — will welcome the opportunity to make use 
of the wide variety of information to be found in his papers.

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Frederick Jackson Turner at the 
Huntington Library

HEN Frederick Jackson Turner read his paper on “The 

Significance of the Frontier in American History” in 

June, 1893, before a meeting of the American Historical 

Association in Chicago, he was not yet thirty-two years 

old. He had received his Ph.D. degree from Johns Hopkins only three 

years before, and had recently been made professor of history and then 

professor of American history at the University of Wisconsin. The 

paper was less than thirty pages in length, but it has exerted a greater 

and a more profound influence upon the study and interpretation of 

American history than any other similar piece of historical writing. 

The originality and imagination displayed were based upon sound 

scholarship, and these qualities, combined with a skill in presentation 

and a charm of style, placed its writer immediately in the forefront of 

those engaged in the study of American history and later made him 
their acknowledged leader. 

Certain qualities, however, were not revealed, for they only ripened 
with the years. The eager intellectual curiosity that led him into 
every related field may have been foreshadowed, but the extent to 
which it later developed was far from being seen, for his appetite grew 
with what it fed upon. As early as 1904 he wrote: 


No satisfactory understanding of the evolution of this people is possible 
without calling into co-operation many sciences and methods hitherto but 
little used by the American historian. Data drawn from studies of literature 
and art, politics, economics, sociology, psychology, biology, and physiog- 
raphy, all must be used. The method of the statistician as well as that of 
the critic of evidence is absolutely essential. 


Turner was becoming a student of social evolution, and perhaps his 
greatest power was the ability to show the relation of the widely 
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scattered facts he gathered to the political and diplomatic history 
and to the institutional and social development of the United 
States: 

Other qualities could be appreciated only by those who came into 
close relations with him. His students saw him at his best, for they 
were in a position to observe both his personal qualities and his 
methods. The many tributes that have been paid to Professor Turner 
in the course of forty years, notably by Carl Becker in American 
Masters of Social Science (edited by Howard W. Odum; New York, 
1927) and by Merle E. Curti in Methods in Social Science (edited by 
Stuart A. Rice; Chicago, 1931), are sufficient testimony to the ad- 
miration and affection he inspired. They reveal also that his greatest 
contribution was through teaching, where the charm of his person- 
ality helped to arouse enthusiasm even for the rigorous methods of 
scholarship. 

An essential attribute of such an original inquiring mind as 
Turner’s, especially when combined with his innate modesty, is the 
consciousness that no subject of study is ever exhausted. He realized 
that every historical interpretation is conditioned by the personal 
equation and that amid the complexity of factors only tentative con- 
clusions may safely be drawn. The quality was admirable, but it 
proved to be an obstacle to his finishing any comprehensive work; he 
might write a brilliant essay or deliver a stimulating address upon 
some particular phase of his study, but he found it almost impossible 
to complete a book. The one exception is the Rise of the New West 
(1906), in the “American Nation” series, and, in achieving this vol- 
ume, almost as much should be credited to the editor’s exhortation 
and goading as to the author’s ability. One of his former students 
has suggested, when discussing this characteristic, that here — as in 
other respects — Turner showed certain traits of the frontiersmen he 
interpreted so successfully, because he was akin to them spiritually and 
by inheritance. His mind moved restlessly forward; exploration ap- 
pealed to him, and he liked to open new trails. He was willing to break 
ground, but like so many of the pioneers he then moved on to fresh 
endeavor, leaving the fields for his followers to cultivate. His students 
recall how fond he was of reading to them from “The Explorer” by 
Rudyard Kipling: 
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‘There’s no sense in going further — it’s the edge of cultivation,’ 

So they said, and I believed it — broke my land and sowed my crop — 
Built my barns and strung my fences in the little border station 
Tucked away below the foothills where the trails run out and stop. 


Till a voice, as bad as Conscience, rang interminable changes 

On one everlasting Whisper day and night repeated — so: 

‘Something hidden. Go and find it. Go and look behind the Ranges — 
‘Something lost behind the Ranges. Lost and waiting for you. Go!’ 


Production of books, however, is expected and even demanded of 
university professors. In the flush of his first success and with the 
optimism of a younger man, Turner had signed a contract in 1897 to 
write a one-volume “college history” of the United States. It was a 
promise impossible for him to fulfill; his turn of mind and his method 
of work kept him from it — even from seriously attempting it, al- 
though he made a beginning. For inherent in his interpretation of the 
influence of the frontier was a realization of the important part that 
the sections have played in the course of American history. His 
studies, in their sweep, showed him that physical environment and 
social environment were often determining factors in developing 
group interests; that these led to group conflicts, and hence affected 
public policies and political behavior. The germ of this concept may 
be seen in “The Significance of the Frontier.” It developed in succes- 
sive articles, for the longer he studied the more its significance was 1m- 
pressed upon him. How was it possible to present even an outline of 
United States history that would approximate the truth until one 
could estimate more accurately the weight to be assigned to this fac- 
tor? Yet his contract weighed heavily upon a conscience of traditional 
New England sensitiveness, and he sometimes whimsically remarked 
that the only solution he could see was to declare intellectual bank- 
ruptcy; and occasionally he would wistfully add that then he would be 
free to work out his own salvation. 

In 1918 he delivered the Lowell Lectures in Boston upon “The 
United States and Its Sections, 1830-1850,” and as a compensation to 
his publishers he contracted to put these lectures into book form in 
place of the volume previously promised. The ideas were there and 
had been formulated. But what Turner never could appreciate was 
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that they were only the preliminary sketches from which the artist had 
yet to make the finished portrait. A sketch may be made in a few 
hours; it often conveys a freshness and a direct impression, as if it had 
captured something of life. The painting, on the other hand, requires 
weeks and months of concentrated effort, because it represents both 
interpretation and design, derived from the study and combination of 
many sketches, and to be successful it must possess the subtlety and 
refinement of modeling and color that can be found only in the finished 
work. 

It seemed as if the book might progress more rapidly when Profes- 
sor Turner retired from Harvard in 1924, before he was quite sixty- 
three years old. Mr. and Mrs. Turner made their home at Hancock 
Point in Maine, where they spent long summers, but for the greater 
part of the academic year they returned to Madison, Wisconsin, the 
scene of his earlier study and teaching. The winters there, however, 
proved to be severe for one who was no longer in rugged health, and in 
1927 a move was made to California with the definite intention of 
spending succeeding winters in a warmer climate. 

Mr. Huntington and the Trustees of the Huntington Library had 
recently made provision for the inauguration and development of a 
program of research. Turner was the very embodiment of the kind 
and quality of original creative work the institution was seeking to 
promote. An invitation to become a Research Associate was at once 
extended to him, and as promptly accepted, his only duty being to 
carry on his own studies and writing, although he was expected inci- 
dentally to advise upon the policies to be adopted by the institution. 
The Library was not yet equipped for advanced individual workers, 
yet the conditions were altogether favorable. They were further im- 
proved when Merrill H. Crissey, a devoted student of Wisconsin days, 
came to San Marino to assist his former teacher in the important work 
upon which he was engaged. 

Turner spoke blithely of finishing his book within a few months, for 
two or three chapters were already written and sketches of other 
chapters had been made. In reality, hardly a third of the work could 
be regarded as completed. For a while it seemed as if his expectations 
would be realized. He set about the task of composition jn so deter- 
mined a fashion that within a comparatively short time several more 
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chapters were perfected, and one of them was printed in the first 
number of the Huztington Library Bulletin. It was even necessary to 
warn him against overdoing. Then he encountered the one great 
obstacle at the Huntington Library to the accomplishment of his im- 
mediate purpose. Perhaps he had written all that was ready to be put 
in final form. At any rate, he paused and began looking up further 
data. Scarcely a student in the fields of English or American history 
and literature has ever come to the Huntington Library who has not 
found something of importance for his researches. The effect upon 
Turner may well be imagined. Hardly a day and never a week passed 
but he would excitedly and delightedly report upon discoveries he had 
made. A reference was to be added here, a sentence must be changed 
there. Some new material was important enough to modify a con- 
clusion already reached or to demand consideration in the chapters 
still unfinished. “The book” had reverted to the pioneer stage. 

In the summer of 1927, and again in 1928, the Turners went east to 
Hancock Point. His health had not improved; in fact, his strength was 
failing, although he was unwilling to admit it. He was troubled by in- 
creasing deafness and other ailments that advancing years so often 
bring. It seemed as if some poison were spreading through his system, 
and, before the next year was over, symptoms indicative of disturbed 
organic functions made an operation seem advisable. The operation 
was successful, but in his weakened condition the shock brought on a 
slight stroke. He went east again soon afterward. Though he slowly 
recovered, his powers were reduced and he was under the necessity of 
conserving his strength and energy. On returning to Pasadena, he 
came to the Library every day, but limited his work there largely to 
the morning hours. He met the situation bravely, but feeling the ob- 
ligation of what was expected of him he realized that it was a race to 
get his book finished, and the next two summers were spent in Calli- 
fornia. 

In November, 1931 a phlebitis developed in one leg and confined him 
to the house for several weeks. This had the advantage, so far as com- 
position and writing were concerned, of keeping him from undertaking 
any further investigations, and with Mr. Crissey’s help he made 
steady progress in finishing the last chapters of his book. When the 


trouble cleared up, Turner was again at the Library every morning. 
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On Monday, March 14, he came as usual, and several persons spoke of 
his high spirits. He went home at noon, and before evening the end 
had come — just as we all should like to have it come to us. 

The stage his work had reached may be inferred from the last his- 
torical book he was reading, the second volume of W. M. Meigs’s Life 
of Fohn Caldwell Calhoun. And the last memorandum he dictated on 
Monday morning shows the penetrating insight characteristic of him 
at his best: 


The correspondence with Calhoun in the summer and fall of 1847 shows 
that he was being pushed to leadership and advice with regard to protecting 
the South, and that he was not merely initiating a movement of revolt — 
although he unquestionably fostered the idea of organizing the South to 
push the fight against the Wilmot idea, etc. 


No one should attempt to complete the unfinished work of a master. 
The history will remain just as he left it. The manuscript is being 
prepared for the printer and will be published by Henry Holt and 
Company, under the author’s own title, “The United States, 1830- 
1850: The Nation and Its Sections.” A year may pass before the 
book appears from the press, for, in addition to the routine editing and 
copying, several maps must be made ready, and possibly the work will 
run into two volumes. In the meantime, in accordance with a note 
Professor Turner made a few months before his death, his several 
essays upon sectionalism will be brought together and published, also 
by Henry Holt and Company, with the title suggested in the memo- 
randum: “The Significance of Sections in American History.” 

Turner was contented in these four and a half years at the Hunt- 
ington Library, even though his part in social affairs dwindled to the 
vanishing point. Members of the Library staff saw little of him, and 
yet he made an impression upon them similar to that he had made 
upon his students. They observed his sincerity and painstaking per- 
severance; they spoke wonderingly of the humble-mindedness of so 
distinguished a scholar. His courtesy and his evident desire to avoid 
causing anyone trouble won instant favor, while his knowledge was 
frequently illuminating, and his sympathetic interest and understand- 
ing were oftentimes personally helpful. He was pleased with the rec- 
ognition accorded him and, though never satisfied with what he was 
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doing, he was conscious of distinct accomplishment in the most con- 
siderable piece of writing he had ever attempted. Again some of the 
credit should be given to another, and this time to his wife. Mrs. 
Turner assisted him by encouragement and stimulation and by sym- 
pathetic criticism, but, more important still, she smoothed the way for 
his progress. Everything else was sacrificed, and no consideration was 
allowed any weight in comparison with giving him the opportunity to 
work and write under the most favorable circumstances possible. 

Former students came to pay their respects, and afterwards they 
would comment upon a difference in his attitude towards them. Once 
they were his associates, and in his eagerness to interchange ideas with 
other people he had treated them as equals who might contribute to 
his own thinking. Now he was more concerned with their productive 
scholarship, for he knew that they must carry on what he had started; 
they must build the roads where he had blazed the trails. Their in- 
terest has been chiefly in mind in the writing of this sketch, and they 
can best appreciate the significance of the announcement that Profes- 
sor Turner presented to the Huntington Library not only his reference 
books but all of his notes as well. The notes are the accumulations of 
his years of study and are varied and voluminous beyond belief. The 
average person would get little from them, for they are heterogeneous 
and seemingly unorganized. But Turner’s students will know how to 
use them and will find them valuable and full of suggestion. 

In his reading of Kipling’s verses Turner might well have laid par- 
ticular emphasis upon certain lines: 


Well I know who’ll take the credit — all the clever chaps that followed — 
Came, a dozen men together — never knew my desert fears; 

Tracked me by the camps I’d quitted, used the water-holes I’d hollowed. 
They’ll go back and do the talking. They’ll be called the Pioneers! 


But Turner was himself responsible, for he was generous to the extreme 
in sharing with others the results of his studies. More than that, he 
gave of himself freely. He was so interested in what others were doing 
that he would devote a great deal of time to discussing their problems 
or to writing in reply to requests for criticism and advice. This was in 
its way a continuation of his teaching, and constitutes a part of his 
great contribution. His letters contain many important bits of inter- 
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pretation, many flashes of insight and inspiration, that will lose the 
wider influence they might have unless gathered in one place and 
made available. The bulk of his correspondence has been deposited in 
the Huntington Library. His own copies of many letters are there, 
and other letters are being sought, especially those written in his own 
hand. These will be accessible to those who are competent to use 
them in the interests of scholarship and, when combined with his 
notes, the reprinting of his essays, and the publication of his larger 
work, will serve to carry on the influence of an original, keen, exploring 
mind. 


God took care to hide that country till He judged His people ready, 
Then He chose me for His Whisper, and I’ve found it, and it’s yours! 


Yes, your ‘Never-never country’ — yes, your ‘edge of cultivation’ 
And ‘no sense in going further’ — till I crossed the range to see. 
God forgive me! No, J didn’t. It’s God’s present to our nation. 
Anybody might have found it but — His Whisper came to Me! 


NOTES 


THE MANUSCRIPT ATLASES OF BATTISTA AGNESE 


AN ARTICLE by Henry R. Wagner entitled, “The Manuscript Atlases 
of Battista Agnese,” has been published in The Papers of the Biblio- 
graphical Society of America, Volume XXV, 1931, reproducing sixteen 
plates from HM 26, one of the five Agnese atlases in the Huntington 
Library. 

Mr. Wagner has given a complete account of a sixteenth-century 
cartographer whose work has never before been adequately studied. 
From actual examination, or from the use of photostats and photo- 
graphs, he has been able to list seventy-five authentic or ascribed 
Agnese atlases. He has classified these into three types, according to 
the evolution of their cartography. At the beginning of each type is a 
summary of its general characteristics, and there follows the name, 
location, and a brief description of each atlas. Two supplementary 
lists, arranged according to the dates and the locations of the atlases, 
are given for the further convenience of students. 


JOURNAL OF ABIJAH WILLARD 


Tue Manuscript Department of the Huntington Library has in its 
possession a Journal and Orderly Book kept by Abijah Willard, of 
Lancaster, Massachusetts, while serving as captain in the British ex- 
pedition against Fort Beauséjour in 1755. Part of this manuscript has 
been edited and printed for the New Brunswick Historical Society 
under the title of Fournal of Abijah Willard, 1755. The editor, Dr. J. 
Clarence Webster, has made as exact a transcription as possible, and 
has added three maps and a preface, explaining the sources and value 
of his material. 


LAMON’S LIFE OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN, VOLUME II 
THE typescript “Second Volume” of Ward Hill Lamon’s Life of Abra- 


ham Lincoln, recently discovered in the Huntington Library, does not 
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prove on examination to be an important historical document. All the 
valuable Lincoln material has already been extracted and published in 
the book, Recollections of Abraham Lincoln, 1847-1865, by Ward Hill 
Lamon, edited by Dorothy Lamon [Teillard] (Chicago, 1895; Wash- 
ington, Ig11). The portions revealing Lincoln’s opinions on men and 
events, as well as those dealing with affairs in which Lamon himself 
directly took part, are there reproduced in full, leaving unpublished 
only an uncritical narrative of military and political events inter- 
spersed with equally uncritical eulogies of the President. With the 
exception of a rather virile chapter insisting on the abolition import of 
the Republican victory in 1860, the work is without the value to war- 
rant publication. 


CONFEDERATE IMPRINTS IN THE 
HUNTINGTON LIBRARY 


Tue Huntington Library has a collection of about one thousand titles 
of Confederate imprints, i.e., books, pamphlets, newspapers and 
periodicals, broadsides, maps, sheet music, etc., printed within the 
limits of the seceding states during the years 1861 to 1865. Most of 
these came to the Library in the Brock and Nicholson collections, 
both acquired in 1922 and described in the first number of the Bulle- 
tin (pp. 66-67, 63-64). 

In 1930 the Bibliographical Society of America printed in its 
Papers, Volume 23, a list entitled, Confederate Imprints in the Henry 
FE. Huntington Library Unrecorded in Previously Published Bibliogra- 
plies of Such Material. ‘This was compiled unofficially for the Society 
by Mr. Willard O. Waters, of the Library staff. It is a classified list of 
478 titles, including only those not found in the several bibliographies 
of Confederate literature previously issued, such as the catalogue of 
the Leiter Library (1907), the Confederate Memorial Literary So- 
ciety’s Calendar of Confederate Papers (1908), Hugh A. Morrison’s 
Bibliography of the Official Publications of the Confederate Government 
(1909), the Virginia State Library’s List of the Official Publications of 
the Confederate States Government (1911), etc. A limited number of 
copies was separately printed for the compiler. 
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PRESERVATION OF RARE BOOKS 
AND MANUSCRIPTS 


In 1928 signs of the recent activities of bookworms were noticed in 
some two hundred volumes in the rare-book stack of the Huntington 
Library. Because a safe method of exterminating these pests could not 
be suggested by other libraries, experiments were made, in codperation 
with the California Institute of Technology. A new fumigant, harm- 
less to books and immune from fire hazards, was perfected in a com- 
bination of ethylene oxide and carbon dioxide, in liquid form. This 
fumigant is used successfully in a specially designed vacuum chamber. 
Mr. Thomas M. liams, Assistant to the Librarian, who was in charge 
of the investigation, describes it in some detail in the Lidrary Quarterly, 
October, 1932. 


PHOTOTECHNICAL PROBLEMS 


In tHE Library Fournal (October 1, 1932), Dr. L. Bendikson, in charge 
of Photographic Reproductions at the Huntington Library, explains 
some of the unusual results he has obtained recently. He describes, 
with illustrations, photographs taken with a Wratten-Wainwright 
G-filter and with infra-red radiation. Among other processes, he also 
tells how he makes engraver’s negatives and how a simple device ac- 
celerates the process of making 35-mm. Leica-film reproductions. 


1931-32 


Recocnizinc the value to the visiting public of carefully planned 
special exhibitions, the Huntington Library recently devoted a hall to 
this end. During the past year three such exhibitions have been held. 

The first comprised rare newspapers and was arranged for the visit 
of the American and the California newspaper associations on Novem- 
ber 12, 1931. The display illustrated the beginnings of journalism in 
Europe, chiefly in England, and the later development of newspapers 
in America. Thirty-nine items covered the last four centuries, and 
were arranged chronologically to show how such features as illustra- 
tions, advertisements, and similar innovations were evolved. There 
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were examples of precursors of the newspaper, including a news-book 
printed in Germany in 1515, sixteenth-century English broadside 
news ballads, and an early English coranto. The next stage in journal- 
ism was represented by three periodicals printed during the English 
Civil War. Later English journals more nearly resembling present- 
day newspapers were the London Gazette, the Domestick Intelligence, 
the Athenian Gazette, and the Spectator. Among American papers of 
the colonial period were the Boston Weekly News-Letter, the Pennsyl- 
vania Gazette, and the New-York Gazette. The following items had 
special interest for California and the West: the Californian (Monterey, 
1846), the Deseret News (Salt Lake City, 1850), the Panama Star (1849), 
and the Los Angeles Star (1852). 

As its contribution to the Washington Bicentennial, the Library 
prepared a special exhibit which was opened to the public February 21. 
Thirty-six manuscripts and thirty books were arranged in seventeen 
groups, each illustrating some phase of the first President’s character 
or career. Among the items relating to Washington’s early life were a 
holograph genealogical account of his family, the rare Williamsburg 
(1754) edition of his Fournal, and an original map, by Christopher 
Gist, of the march of Braddock’s army “‘to the Place of their Defeat.” 
Documents of high individual interest included a manuscript convey- 
ing the first instructions of the Continental Congress to the newly 
appointed Commander in Chief, and the original commission, signed 
by Washington and Jefferson, to John Paul Jones “‘to confer .. . with 
the Dey and Government of Algiers...’ There were several letters 
throwing light on Washington as a general, statesman, President, and 
gentleman farmer. One case contained his own survey of Mount 
Vernon, dated December, 1793, and another the earliest biographies. 
In addition there were shown the Library’s portraits and sculptures of 
Washington. 

The third special exhibition was arranged for the visits of the 
American College of Physicians and the California State Medical As- 
sociation. It was designed to show the advance of medical knowledge 
in Tudor England and contained sixty-one items. Although pub- 
lished earlier, Caxton’s 1477 edition of The Dictes or Sayengis of the 
Philosophres was chosen as an example of the relation of medicine to 
philosophy at the beginning of the period. Next were encyclopedias of 
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the day, and the first three versions in English of the Hippocratic 
oath. Two cases labeled Popular Treatises contained seven books 
illustrating medical interests of laymen. Under the heading Public 
Health were Elizabeth’s Orders for plague-stricken places, and a 
manuscript draft of a patent for a searcher of feathers, “Jan. 5th, 1586.” 
Among the case headings were: The School of Salerno, Anatomy, Sur- 
gery, Childbirth and Children’s Diseases, Madness and Witchcraft, 
Plagues, Herbals, Tobacco, The Physician in Other Sciences, and The 
Physician as a Man of Letters. In these last two cases were works by 
Robert Recorde, William Gilbert, Thomas Linacre, John Caius, 
Thomas Lodge, and others. 

A hand list with a brief introduction was prepared for each exhibi- 
tion and is on sale at the Library.
